THE CHINESE IN THE UNITED 
2 STATES. : 

(From Our New York Correspondent.) 
‘The encmies of the Chinese are preparing 
to ask Congress at the coming Session to 
take definite ‘siction for the disposal of what 
they claim io be 9 moat troublesome and 
dangerous clement in American social 
economly.- The report of the Senatorial in- 
-Vestigating committee which you somo time 
since reccived, furnished some interesting 
information concerning the Chinese in this 
country, and those-habita and customs of 
life which have given rise to 50. much com- 
plaint. Whilst that carefully prepared 
statement is calculated to weigh greatly on 
public opinion, the extravagant and pre- 


-|judiced stories of the ‘sand-let orators of 


‘San Francisco, and the highly coloured 
pictures of partisan newspapers are not 
without important political effect. The 
root of the griovance in California against 
the Chinese is their willingness to work for 
wages on which a white person cannot suB- 
tain life. And yet a comparison between 
tho cost of Chinese labour on the Pacific 
coast and white labour in the Atlantic 
States showa but little difference. ‘The 
wages of-coolie farm hands aro $20 (£4) 
per month, with board. On railroads they 
receive $40-per month, about the same 
amount as factory operatives. At cooking 
and household service, & business which 
they have altogether monopolised, they 
receive €6 (£1) per week, with board, while 
boys capable of answoring door-bella and 
doing light housework get $2. This train- 
ing is the boy's apprentice-ship, end.as soon 
aa he iafitted for the higher duty of cook- 
ing he is as eager for the established. price 
as any white citizen can be. And he in- 
variably gets it, for Chinese cooks are al- 
ways in demand, The Chinese who have 
arrived in the.
